Wurzbaeh testified that a man

d e s c r i b e d as “Bob' Coon, a 
member of the Creager organiza­ 
tion. declared the “assessment was 
made so that Wurzbaeh couldn’t 
pay it but if he does we’re going to 
use the money against him in the 
primary campaign." 
This infor­ 
mation, Wurzbaeh said, was given 
him by three friends'. 
He added that he took the m at­ 
ter into the courts and obtained an 
order by which 
his 
name 
was 
placed on the ballot. 
His attor­ 
neys’ fees, he said, were $1,200. 
Turning to contributions made 
in his primary campaigns which 
have been offered as evidence in 
his indictment at Waco, for viola­ 
tion of the corrupt 
practices act, 
Wurzbaeh declared that C. K- Mc­ 
Dowell, former assistant attorney 
in the treasury department, who 
was one of the contributors, sought 
his endorsement as 
collector of 
customs in Texas.

Dowell had made an “improper 
proposition” to Daniel dullivan and 
company, Texas bankers, who had 
a tax refund case pending. II© of­ 
fered in evidence a letter said to 
have b< en w ritten by McDowell to 
John C. Sullivan, a son of Daniel 
Sullivan, in which McDowell asked 
for a $10,000 retainer fee and a 
further fee of 
$150,000 
in the 
event the case was decided favor­ 
ably to the Sullivan company by 
McDowell's Intercession. 
“Creager can tell you about it," 
Wurzbaeh said. 
Creager replied 
that 
he 
had 
“never heard of it." 
“ It is a common practice," com­ 
mented Senator McKellar, Demo­ 
crat, Tennessee, “that as soon as 
an employe of the treasury' depart­ 
ment finds that the refund may be 
made, he begins to negotiate with 
tho company Interested.

founder of the Buick 
Automobile company, now a unit 
of the General Motors corporation, 
died of cancer in Harper hospital 
here last night.
